The 
Camaiichea  Indians  arc  at  open  war  with  Sal- 
cedo, have  killed  nine  persons  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  San  Antonio,  and  made  prize  of  800 
horses  and  mules.  The  inliabitaius  of  San 
Antonio,  and  the  greater  part  of  the  soldiers 
manifested  the  best  intentions  m favor  of  the 
republicans.  Upwards  of  a hundred  have  aU 
ready  deserted  to  them  w ith  their  arms — about 
sixty  on  the  day  of  our  last  afl'air.  tVe  are  in 
hourly  expectation  of  a courier  from  the  army;

“ I have  only  one  monH  iit  to  express  the  ex- 
treme solicitude  I feel  for  the  safety  of  Fori 
Meigs,  and  l!ie  niterniedia'e  posts.  The  bom- 
barding load  coinnienced  from  the  opposite 
hank  hr  the  British,  and  a number  of  shells 
were  falling  into  our  works,  when  tiie  last 
messenger  left  the  spot.  Mr.  Xiely  (an  intel- 
ligent young  gentleman)  can  give  you  i-very 
particular.  I am  cut  oil’ from  my  troop,  and 
desire  iicthing  so  much  as  an  opportunity  to 
join  it.  This  can  only  he  afforded  me  by  the 
patriotism  of  iny  countrymen.  If  Uiey  will 
volunteer  to  tlie  number  of  fve  hundred,  we 
can  get  to  the  Fort  in  despite  of  every  thing. 
Gen.  Clay  has  certainly  bren  niost  periloiislv 
situated.  I liope,  however,  he  has  Iwi-n  able 
to  reach  the  Fort  in  salcly.  Uol.  .lulnisoii’s 
corpse  are  greatly  ivarited.  .\n  efficient  corps 
can  do  every  thing  lor  onr  Xorlh  VVeateni 
frontier  at  present.

A 5»cntlcman  of  intellijjeiice  iinmedi- 
atcly  lioin  Natchez,  informs,  that  hiin- 
seif  and  company,  ten  in  number,  were 
coinpcilcd  to  leave  the  toad  and  encamp 
in  the  woods  near  the  dividing  line  be- 
tween the  Choctaws  and  Chickesaws,  in 
consequence  of  83  Creek  Indi-ans  threat- 
ening their  massacre.  This  information 
was  given  them  by  a Choctaw,  vi'ho  con- 
ducted them  to  a place  of  safety  to  en- 
camp. A part  of  this  body  of  Indians  are 
the  same  who  committed  the  murders 
near  the  mouth  of  the  river  Cash  early 
this  spring,  on  their  feuirn  from  the 
north,  and  this  body  is  now  on  its  march 
there  again.

you  must  pause  a moment  to  contemplate 
two  circumstances  still  more-  exliaorili- 
iiary.  Among  the  ruins  of  Jerusalem 
two  classes  of  independent  people  fii.d 
ill  iheir  religion  siifiicient  fortitude  to  en- 
able them  to  surmount  such  complicated 
horrors  and  wreichcducss.  Here  reside 
communities  of  Christian  monks,  whom 
nothing  can  compel  to  forsake  the  tomb 
of  Christ,  neiiher  plunder  nor  personal 
ill  treatment,  nor  menaces  of  death  itself. 
Night  and  day  they  chant  their  hymns 
around  the  holy  sepulchre.  Stripped  in 
the  morning  by  a Tuikish  governor,  they 
are  foinid  at  night  at  the  loot  of  Calvary, 
in  prayer,  on  the  spot  where  Christ  stif- 
feiedforihc  salvation  of  mankind.  Their 
brows  are  serene,  their  lips  wear  an  in- 
cessant smile.  'I'licy  receive  the  stran- 
ger with  joy.  Without  power,  without 
soldiers,  they  protect  whole  villages  a- 
against  iniquity.  Driven  by  the  cudgel 
and  the  sabre,  women,  children,  flocks 
and  herds,  seek  refuge  iu  the  cloisters  of 
these  1*0111805  W'hat  prevents  the  arm- 
ed oppressor  from  pursuing  his  prey  and 
overthrowing  such  feeble  ramparts  ? The 
charily  of  the  monks.  They  deprive 
themselves  of  the  last  resouixcs  of  life 
to  ransom  their  suppliants.  Tui'ks, 
.Arabs,  Greeks,  Christian  schismatics,  all 
I brow  themselves  under  the  protection  of  a 
few  indigent  religious  monks,  who  are  inca- 
pable of  defending  ihemsi'lves.  Here  we 
cannot  forbear  acknowledging  with  Bos- 
suet,  that  “ hands  raised  towards  heaven 
d'isperse  more  battalions  than  hands  arm- 
ed with  javelins.’’ 

W’hilc  the  new  Jerusalem  thus  rises 
from  the  desert,  resplendent  in  bright- 
ness, cast  your  eyes  between  the  temple 
and  .Mount  Sion  ; behold  another  pretty 
tribe  cut  off  from  the  rest  of  the  inhabi- 
tants of  this  city.  The  particular  ob- 
jects of  every  species  of  degradation 
these  people  bow  their  heads  without 
murmuring ; they  endure  every  kind  of 
insult  without  demanding  justice  j they 
sink  beneath  repeated  blows  without 
sighing  ; if  their  head  be  required,  they 
present  it  to  the  scymetar.  On  the  death 
of  any  member  of  this  proscribed  com- 
munity, his  companion  goes  at  night  and 
inters  him  by  stealth  in  the  valley  ofj 


(>f  Scntlaiid)  llieie  a firmer  pays  from  7 to  28 
(liillars  per  acre,  yearly,  for  the  use  of  his  farm, 
besides  the  taxes  and  public  bimU-ns.  He  gets, 
ill  many  instances,  a le.ase  of  19  years,  and  is 
h>.iind  to  cultivate  ibe  prouiid  in  a certain 
way,  prescribed  by  the  Icinire  of  his  lca.se.  If 
he  improte  the  farm,  the  improvements  are 
for  another,  not  for  him  : and,  at  the  end  of 
the  lease,  if  another  is  willing  to  give  one  shil- 
ling more  than  him,  or  if  the  proprietor  has  a 
favorite,  or  wislies  to  turn  two  or  more  fariiis 
into  one,  or  has  taken  umbrage  at  his  Jiolilics, 
or  his  religion,  or  any  thing  else  regarding 
him  or  his  family,  he  will  not  get  a renewal  of 
the  lease.  Alauy  a family  have  I known,  who 
have  been  ruined  in  tliis  way.  Being  turned 
out  of  tlie  farm,  tliey  retire  lo  a town  or  city, 
v.’bere  their  substance  is  aoun  spent,  ami  they 
pine  .r.vay  in  poverty,  and  at  last  fmd  a bappy 
relief  in  the  cold  grave.  Nor  is  tliere  any  re- 
medy ; the  lands  are  nearly  all  en.'o/fed  on  the 
great  families,  and  the  lords  of  tlie  soil  ace 
lords  of  the  laws  ; they  can  bind  the  poor  far- 
mer in  all  cases  -ahat  soever. 

Compare  this  with  tlie  situation  of  the  A- 
merican  farmer.  He  cultivates  his  own  soil, 
or,  if  he  has  none,  he  can  procure  a sufficient 
quantity  for  2U0  or  SOU  dollars.  If  he  has  no 
money,  he  can  getcreilit,  and  all  that  is  neccs- 
10  redeem  his  credit,  is  to  put  forth  his  hand 
and  be  industrious.  He  ran  stand  erect  on  the 
middle  of  his  farm,  and  say,  “ This  ground  is 
mine  ; from  the  highest  canopy  of  heaven, 
down  to  the  lowest  depths,  I can  claim  all  that: 
I can  get  possession  of,  within  these  boiiiid.s  ; 
fowls  of  the  air,  fish  of  the  sea,  and  all  that 
pass  through  the  same.”  And  having  a full 
share  of  consequence  in  the  political  scale,  his 
equal  rights  are  guaranteed  to  him.  None 
dare  encroach  upon  him;  he  can  ait  under  his 
own  vine,  and  under  his  own  fig  tree,  and  none 
to  make  him  afraid. 

Look  at  the  mechanic  and  manufacturer  : in 
America  they  can  earn  front  6 to  9 dollars  per 
week,  and  have  provisions  so  reasonable,  that 
they  can  have  their  wheat  bread  and  roast  beef, 
or  roast  pork,  or  fowl  every  day,  and  accumu- 
late pmpertv  for  old  age  and  their  ofl’spring. 
In  Britain  tliey  can  earn  from  a dollar  and  a 
half  to  three  dollars  per  week,  and  pay  at  the 
rate  of  14  or  15  dollars  f'oi  a barrel  of  flour,  and 
from  16  to  22  cents  per  lb.  fi»r  beef.  But,  why- 
do  I talk  of  flour  and  beef  > small,  indeed,  is 
the  portion  of  these  that  fall  to  their  lot.  No ; 
they  are  doomed  to  drag  out  a miserable  exis. 
tence  on  potatoes  and  oat-meal,  with  this  far- 
ther curse  entailed  upon  them,  that,  by  the 
mandate  of  the  powers  that  be,  they  are  bound 
to  tile  soil ; they  cannot,  they  dahx  kot  leave 
tlicir  country,  except  by  stealth  !
